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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in FIG. 1, Kadota discloses color filters 9R, 9G, 
and 9B, however, Zhong discloses (see FIG. 6c)) a non-separated color filter for an individual color that extends across the entire length 
of a thin film transistor. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to have the one color filter 
(that covers the entire thin film transistor) instead of the three separated different color filters of Kadota in order to concentrate one color 
in the display and avoid any possible interference effects between adjacent filters. 

The color filter 101 of Zhong substitutes the color filters 9R, 9G, and 9B in FIG. 1 of Kadota underneath the planarization film 10. 
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
